They fpunged upon my money while it latted 
borrowed my ledees and never returned 
them, and cheated me when I played at 
cribbage. All this was done becaufe they be 
lieved ine to be very good natured, and knew 
that I had nc hatmin me, 

Upon my firft entrance into this manfion, 
which to fome isthe abode of defpair, 1 felt 
ho fenfation different from thofe I had expes 
rienced abroad. . I was now on fide of the 
door, and thefe that were unconfined, wer€ 
on the other: this was all the difference be. 
tween Us. At firlt, indeed, I felt fome un« 
eafinefs, in confidering how I fhould provide 
this week for the wants of the week enfuing, 
but after fome time, if I found myfelf fure of 
eating one day, 1 never troubled my head 
how | was tobe fupplied another.

I contented myfelf with think- 
ing, that all my life I thould either eat white 
bread or brown, conftdering that all that hay 
pened was for the belt; laughed when I was 
not in pain, took the world as it went, and 
read Tacitus often for want of other books 
aud company. 


How long 1 might have continued in this

Mon pay, Fune21, 1790. 
HE Poft-Office bill was read the third time 
and paffed. 

Mr Vining moved that the bill providing the 
ways and means for funding the public debt, 
fhould be ordered to be engrofled. After a thort 
debate, the yeas and nays were called, and were 
yeas 23——nays 35. 

On motion of Mr. Fitzfimons, a committee was 
appointed to prepare and bring forward a fyftem of 
ways and means to provide for the payment of the 
intereft on the public debt. The committee are 
Mefirs. Fitzfimons, Madifon, Sedgwick, Sher- 
man and Tucker. 

A meffage was received from the Senate, inform- 
ing that they had agreed to the refolution for ap- 
pointing a joint committee to confider of and re- 
port what bufineis it will be proper to finith pre- 
vious to an adjournment—and alloto confider when 
an adjournment thall take place. Alfo that the 
Senate had pafled the bill for fatisfyidg the de- 
mand of John M‘Cord, to which they had made 
ieveral aniendments. 

The houfe went into acommittee on the amenda- 
tory bill for fettling the accounts between the 
United States and individual $tates. Several a- 
mendments being made, and the bill gone through 
with, the committee rofe and reported. The houle 
accepted of the peport, and after feveral additional 
amendments had been made, the bill was ordered 
to be engrofled for a third reading. 

Tuespar, Suse 22; 

The bill for fettling rhe accpunts of the United 
States with the individual Statts, was taken up in 
the houfe the lait time, and, aftr fome amendments 
being made and the blanks illed up, it paffed, 
and was fent fo the Senate fa their concurrence. 

The houfe went into a comnittee of the whole, 
on the bill for regulating the tnde and intercourfe 
with the fouthern Indians, MM: Boudinot in the 
chair. 

‘The committee having gone through the bill, 
reported the fame with amendments, which was 
then taken up in the houfe, tnd fundry other a- 
mendments agreed to, 

The houfe having gone through the bil], it was 
ordered to be engroffed for a third reading to-mor- 
row. WedNESDAY, June 23. 

The bill for regulating trade and intercourfe 
with the Indian tribes, was debated, and after 
fome ameadments, paffed the houfe. 

Mr. Seney reported a bill to fatisfy the claims 
of James Goold. 

Mr. Gerry reported a lift of book, neceffary 
for the ufe of Congres. 

The houfe went into a committee of the whole 
on the Tonnage bill, which having undergone 
fome amendments, the committee arofe and re- 
ported, and the houfe ordered the bill to be en- 
grofled for a third reading to-morrow. é 

A meflage was received from the Senate, in- 
forming the houfe, that they had receded from 
their amendments to the bill, providing for an 
intercourfe with foreign nations, and propofed 
fome further amendments, to which they requeited 


the concurrence of the houfe.

THursDay, June 24. 

An engroffed bill impofing duties on the Ton- 

nage of fhips or veflels was read a third time and 
affed. 

: The houfe refolved itfelf into a committee of 
the whole on the report of a fele&t committee; to 
whom was referred the petition of the Officers of 
the late navy of the United States, praying for 
the like commutation or half pay, as was granted 
to the Ofdlicers of the late army. 











The committee reported that they did not find 
any reafon fufficient to juttify the difference that 
has been made in the compenfation of the Officers 
of the army and of the navy of the United States ; 
and afe therefore of opinion, t-at a law ought to 
pals for granting five years pay equal to the com- 
mutation of half pay, and alfo a bounty of land 
to the Officers of the navy upon the fame principals 
and in the fame manner as has been granted to the 
Officers of the army of the United States. 


Fripay, Junez2s. 

_The bill providing for the means of intercourfe 
with foreign nations with the amendments propof- 
ed by the committee of conferrence, was taken up 
by the houfe, and fome amendments agreed to— 
among {t whichwas, the ftriking out thirty, and 
infertimg forty thoufand dollars. 

The bill forthe rezulation of feamen in the fer- 
vice of the United States, was taken under confi- 
deration, and everal amendments agreed to, and 
the bill was ordered to be cngroffed for a third 
reading. 

The bill concerning the navigation and trade 
of the United Setes, was next taken up, and a’ 
lengthy debate enfued until paft the aftal hour of 
adjournment.—The committee rofe and reported 
progrefs, and the houfe adjourned until Monday, 


SAVANNAH, June 10. 

We learn from St Auguftine, that Col: M‘Gil- 
livray and feveral of the Creek Headmen, fet out 
from the nation about 15 days ago, for New-York 
on bufinefs with Congrefs. 

In the afternnon of Wednefday the 2d inftant, 
whilft people were affembling inthe church at Sun- 
bury, to hear the examination of the {cholars of 
the academy, the building was ftruck by lightning 
which entéring the church, killed two young men, 
named Cubege and Cole, and a valuable negro 
man belonging to Captain Peacock, named Peter. 

By a fchooner, which arrived here yefterday 
from Tobago, we learn, that the troops ftationed 
at the town of Port Louis (formerly called Scarf- 
borough) having been diffatisfied with their com. 
manding ufficer, had him apprehended, and were 
on the point of executing him, but were prevented 
by: the entreaty and exertions of fome of the offi- 
cers and inhabitants. They however infifled on 
his being fent immediately to Martinico, which 
was accordingly done. After this the troops be- 
came outrageous, and fulpecting the inhabitents 
were about to rife againft them fet fire to the town 
in different places, and foon reduced the whol, 
(fappofed to contain 150 houfes or upwards) to 
afhes. ‘They a few hours after chartered two A, 
merican brigs, and failed for France. ‘The inha- 
bitants are in the utmoft diitrefs, many of them 
having lofi their all, as the foldiers would not tuf- 
fer aiingle article of merchandize or furniture to 
be removel during the fire. They teft-a compas 
ny of artillery to guard the fort. 

PeTerRsBURG, June 10. 

On Thurfday laft came to this town on his way 
to Charlefon, a man who fays his name was Ar- 
chibald Rofs, and gives the following account of 
himfelf.—That about five years agohe entered as 
mate on board a fhip called Julius Czfar, belong- 
ing to Philadelphia, commanded by Capt. Squires 
which was then lying at Charlefton, and about to 
fail to Calais, in Spain, —That after they had pro- 
ceeded on their voyage as far as the Weitern 
Iflands, they were taken by two Algerine veflels, 
and carried into Algiers. That the third day af- 
ter their arrival there, the whole of the fhips com- 
pany, which confilted of twenty-two, including 
the Captain and himfelf, received fentence of fla- 
very forlife—That part of them, viz. John Hen- 
derfon, Joha Wilkinfon, John Woodrow, Archi- 
bald Kidd, James Cary, William Wells, Archi- 























bald M‘Caleb, John Young, Luther Eldrikia, 
Peter Sterling, Johan M‘Callum, William Spiers 
and Martin Barr, were fent into the country, and 
chained along fide of mules, to work with them, 
(this he fays is the afual manner in whch they 
work their flaves on.land) and another of the thips 
company, William Woodrow, being a young hand- 
fome man, was caftrated and fent to the Seraglio, 
to take care of the women ; the remainder, viz. 
Capt. Squires, himfelf, John Smish, Archibald 
Deacon, William Jackfon, David Smith David 
Davis, (Carpenter) and William M‘Graw, were 
featon board a galley, and chained tothe oars— 
That Capt. Squires died while in flavery.—That 
during their confinement, thofe that were on board 
the galley made feveral attempts to make their ef- 
‘cape but all proved fruitle(s, until about 5 months 
ago, when a favourable opportunity offered to 
clear themfelves of their inhuman. mafters; to 
effect this they killed one or two of the guard, 
confined the reft, feized upon a fmall galley that 
was lying near the one they were in, and fet fail 
for Old Gibraltar, where they arrived in a few 
hours, and once miore enjoyed theirliberty : But 
notwithftanding they had obtained this, they were 
without cloathing, provifion, or money to parchafe 
them, andthe only way they had to raife any mo- 
ney was, by felling thé galley they run away 
with; this was purchafed by fome perfon refiding 
there, for 6co dollars—but who never paid them 
a fhilling for it—fo that-on their firft arrivalin a 
Chriftian country, they experienced a piece of 
roguery that no favage would exercife upon their 
diftreffed fellow-creatures.—In this fituation they 
would have faffered very much, if it had not been 
for the Engiith Conful, who very kindly farnithed 
them with fome neceffaries. until an opportunity 
offerred io them to fail to their refpective friends. 
A veffel being about to fail from Spain for Bofton, 
himfelf and Archibald Deacon, entered on board 
of her, and arrived there fafe, where he left Ar- 
chibald Deacon, and proceeded on in a veffel 
bound to Frederickfburg, from which place he 
came here, on his way to Charlefton, where his 
friends refide. The remaining five he left in 
Spain, waiting for another opportunity. 

The faid Rofs alfoinforms, that he faw a Capt. 
Henry Whitiog, belonging toVirginia, in flavery ; 
and that it is generally fuppofed the Turks have 
4000 Chriftians in flavery, amongft which aré 
about 220 fea Captains. 


NEW-YORK, June 26. 


A correfpondent obferves, with great pleafure, 
the various improvements carrying forward in al- 
moft every quarter of this city, amongft which the 
Bridge at the Fly-Market is not the leat conve- 
nient. This, however, is not équal to the lauda- 
ble plan now in contemplation, of raifing the 
roof of the Market, and ere&ting new pillars of 
brick to fupport the fame, which it is faid has 
been fet on foot by fundry citizens, who intend to 
folicit for fubicriptions to fupport this excellent 
meafure. [ Daily Gaxette.] 

Such has, for fome time, been the {carcity of 
water at cies erepenls, that the inhabitants were 
under great apprehenfions of not having a fufi- 
ciency to fupply the immediate wants of Nature.

<« Laft night died, of a mortification in his leg, 
occafioned by a compound fracture, William 
Bridgen, Efq. of this place. By his death a con- 
fiderable eftate devolves to Dr. Thomas Bridgen 
Attwood, formerly a practitioner in this town, 
which he left in the year 1763 to fettle at New- 
York,’ im North-America.
